For earnest, heart stir- 
ring, forcible eloquence, combined at the

more. As a lesson in oratory it) was 
well worth heartng; and it does one’s 
heart good to look upon and listen to 
men thoroughly in earnest, aud in so no- 
ble acause, and a cause, too, which they 
do not ask us to assist without having 
first made costly sacrifices themselves.

J Deatu or Cor. Trumputt.—The New 
York papers announce the death of this venera- 
ble patriot and artist, which occurred in that city 
on the 10th. His remains were taken to Con- 
necticut, to be interred at New Haven, where 
the Trumbull gallery has been built and adorn- 
ed by the originals of nearly all his splendid 
paintings, and beneath which he will be placed, 
by the side of Mrs. Trumbull, who died some 
years since. Col. Trumbull was aged eighty- 
seven years. 

{Col. Trumbull was Adjutant of the first regi- 
ment formed in Connecticut after the battle of 
Lexington. Having early secured the favora- 
ble regard of Washington, he was appointed 
aid-de-camp to the Commander in Chief, and 
soon after major of brigade at Roxbury. In 
1776 he was appointed aid to Gen. Gates ; but 
retired from the army in 1777. He obtained 
permission to reside in London, and studied 
painting under Mr. West. Upon the execution 
of Maj. Andre, Col. 'T. was arrested, as a retali- 
atory measure, charged with high treason, and 
confined in prison eight months, and then ad- 
mitted to bail. After the peace, he rejoined 
Mr. West, and devoted himself to his favorite 
profession. In 1794, he accompanied Mr. Jay, 
as Secretary to the mission to Great Britain, 
and occupied that post till the conclusion of the 
treaty. In 1795, he was appointed one of the 
commissioners to carry into execution the 7th 
article of the treaty. In 1817, he was selected 
by Congress to execute the splendid paintings
